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Help urged over man who ‘lives for his children’ 

WIFE IN PLEA ON 
TERROR SUSPECT

THE wife of a terror suspect from 
the Black Country who is currently 
in jail in Portugal has pleaded with 
the British Government to help 
bring him home. 

Paramjeet Singh Saini, from Smethwick, 
is waiting to hear his fate after being ar¬ 
rested by Interpol officers while on holiday 
with his family in the Algarve. 

Indian authorities allege 
Mr Saini was involved with 
the killing of a prominent 
Sikh politician and a bomb¬ 
ing campaign in the north 
west of the country. He is 
due to attend a hearing on 
January 26. 

But his wife Pinky Kaur 
has insisted the picture of 
a dangerous terrorist that 
has been painted by Indian 
officials is false and that he 
is a devoted family man des¬ 
perate to return home to his 
children. 

An arrest warrant was ac¬ 
tivated after Mr Saini, aged 
42, left the UK on December 
17. He was granted asylum 
in the UK after arriving in 
2002 and has indefinite leave 
to remain. 

Mrs Kaur, aged 40, fears 
she will never see her hus¬ 
band again if he is forced to 
return to India. 

She believes Indian au¬ 
thorities have created a 
case against him because of his activism and views on 
human rights in the country. She said: “If someone 
stands up for human rights it doesn’t make them a 
terrorist. He cares about people, he cares about his 
community.” 

Difficult 

Mrs Kaur and the couple’s four children have re¬ 
turned to the Black Country but she says they are 
finding it hard being without their father. “It is very 
difficult. The children ask about their dad at every op¬ 
portunity. He is a family man. He loves his children, he 
is so hands on with them. He lives and breathes for his 
children. The most important thing about Paramjeet is 
his very strong attachment to his children.” 

Mr Saini’s MP John Spellar and Smethwick coun¬ 
cillor Preet Gill have led the campaign for Mr Saini’s 
release and Mrs Kaur said the British Government has 
a duty to help. 

She said: “This government has a responsibility, re¬ 
gardless of whether he is a national or not.” 



STRIKING DOCTORS STAND FIRM DESPITE CALL

STRIKING junior doctors in Sandwell 
were told to leave the picket line and re¬ 
turn to work after hospital bosses declared 
a ‘major incident’. The majority refused to 
go back to work at Sandwell General Hos¬ 
pital despite the plea from their bosses. 

They were asked to return to work after 
a reported incident of ‘considerable and 
unusual pressure’ at the hospital, follow¬ 
ing a number of high admissions. However, 
while some of the doctors on the picket line 
did return to work, the majority continued 
their industrial action on Tuesday. 

The plea sparked a war of words with the 
doctors’ union, the British Medical Associ¬ 


ation, which said unnecessary pressure put 
on strikers by the hospital forced a number 
of junior doctors back into the hospital. 

For the first time since 1975, junior doc¬ 
tors walked out in a historic strike against 
the proposed new contracts being imposed 
by Health Secretary Jeremy Hunt. Around 
100 picket lines were put in place across the 
country as thousands of junior doctors went 
on strike. Medical director at Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust, 
Dr Roger Stedman, said in his letter to staff 
that the hospital needed junior doctors to 
attend work as normal during the strike. 

BMA spokeswoman Eloise Henderson 


said: “We know from the ground that not 
all junior doctors returned to work, but 
those that did may have done so due to the 
pressure placed upon them. There was still, 
however, a significant presence from junior 
doctors at the picket lines.” 

Core trainee first year doctor Anne De¬ 
bray, aged 26 from Birmingham, said: “I 
cried on the drive to the strike, as no one 
is listening to us. It feels really frustrating 
that we’ve had to resort to this, none of 
us wanted to strike, but it’s down to the 
fact that we’ve re-entered negotiations and 
nothing has changed.”

Hub revamp fear as 
scheme withdrawn 

A MAJOR refurbishment of a business hub 
in Smethwick has been thrown into doubt 
after the application was withdrawn. 

Plans had been lodged to transform 
the Smethwick Enterprise Centre in Rolfe 
Street, including a revamp of buildings and 
the creation of a space for a new market 
and a cafe. Part of the site was also due to 
be demolished. 

The enterprise centre is described on 
Sandwell Council’s website as the ‘heart 
of Smethwick’s business community’ and 
the revamp’s loss is ‘a blow to the town’. 

EMERGENCY 

Train cleared as 
smoke hits track 

PASSENGERS had to be evacuated 
from a train in West Bromwich after 
smoke was seen coming from it. 

Fire crews were called to Hawthorns 
Railway Station on Sunday at around 
5pm. All lines were blocked as crews 
from Smethwick and Handsworth in¬ 
vestigated the cause of the smoke. 

Passengers and the entire platform 
were evacuated at around 5pm, with 
no reports of any injuries. A fire ser¬ 
vice spokesman said the cause of the 
smoke was still being investigated. 

TRAFFIC 

Rush-hour misery 
following crashes 

MOTORISTS faced rush-hour misery on 
Tuesday as two crashes on the motorways 
caused chaos. A smash between junctions 
six and seven on the M6 at around 9am led 
to long tailbacks. 

The southbound exit slip road at junction 
one of the M5 was also had to be closed 
at around the same time following another 
crash. The crashes led to major tailbacks 
in the area. 

Delays of up to two hours were reported, 
with buses blocked from entering and leav¬ 
ing West Bromwich bus station due to the 
gridlock. The number 79 bus to Wolver¬ 
hampton had to be cancelled. 
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Hunt's praise for staff who worked

HEALTH Secretary Jeremy Hunt 
weighed into the Sandwell Hospital 
strike situation - by thanking the jun¬ 
ior doctors who abandoned their post to 
offer a helping hand on Tuesday. 

Despite an order from Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust, the majority of striking junior 
doctors refused to go into work - even 
though a ‘level four’ incident was de¬ 
clared at the hospital. Mr Hunt said: 
“I’d like to thank the junior doctors 
who ignored the BMA national advice 
and did go back to work. I think that 
shows the values of the vast majority 


of junior doctors.’’Trust chief executive 
Toby Lewis also thanked those who 
stepped in, saying: “I want to thank 
those people who did come in to work 
on the Sandwell wards today. There 
has never been any doubt here that in 
circumstances of difficulty individuals 
would prioritise patients.” 

Across the country around 4,000 
operations and procedures were can¬ 
celled, with thousands more routine 
appointments postponed. Doctors have 
been urged to return to the negotiat¬ 
ing table by Mr Hunt, who described 
the strike as ‘wholly unnecessary’ and 


‘very disappointing’. Thousands of jun¬ 
ior doctors took part in the strike across 
England in a row over a new contract 
and weekend pay. The Health Secretary 
said ‘nearly 40 per cent of junior doc¬ 
tors’ had turned up to work, although it 
later emerged the figure included those 
working in urgent and emergency care, 
who had been asked not to strike. 

Dr Johann Malawana, chair of the 
BMA junior doctors’ committee, said: 
“We deeply regret the level of disrup¬ 
tion caused, but this is a fight for the 
long term safety of patients and junior 
doctors’ working lives.” 


Carry on Doctors! we 
have got an emergency 


JUNIOR doctors in Sandwell re¬ 
ceived a last-minute plea asking 
them to sidestep their strike and 
return to work- sparking a war 
of words and leading to claims 
of bullying. 

Sandwell General Hospital declared 
a ‘level four’ major incident on the 
first day of strike action on Tuesday, 
and said its junior doctors must return 
to the wards to relieve the pressure. 

While a handful did so, the vast major¬ 
ity remained on the picket line outside the 
West Bromwich hospital. 

But some doctors even accused the hospi¬ 
tal of pre-planning the incident after a let¬ 
ter from the Trust’s medical director was 
sent to them on Tuesday morning - but 
was dated Monday. 

The letter from Dr Roger Stedman, 
medical director at Sandwell and West Bir¬ 
mingham Hospitals NHS Trust, called for 
‘all junior doctors providing ward-based 
care... to attend work’. 

Teams 

It said: “I have reviewed the situation 
this afternoon and I believe that given the 
situation and staffing levels, it would be 
unsafe to deliver care to all our in-patients 
with a reduced workforce.” 

Bridget Riley, who works in the gastro¬ 
enterology unit at the hospital, said there 
was an ‘internal capacity incident’ at the 
Trust, which had led to increased pres¬ 
sures. 

She claimed doctors should only be or¬ 
dered to work if the incident was ‘unpre¬ 
dictable’, rather than something that was 
known about on Monday. She added: “Pa¬ 
tient care is at the centre of what we do but 
this strike has been known about. 

“All the consultants have been asked to 
come in, many who support junior doctors. 
Elective procedures have been cancelled so 
really this is no different to Sunday.” 

Another doctor, who asked not to be 
named, said: “If this was a major incident 
the Trust has been facing as per the let¬ 
ter ‘over the past few days’, why wait until 
now?” Most doctors remained on the picket 
line at Sandwell throughout the day, under 
advice from the British Medical Associa¬ 
tion. However, hospital bosses confirmed 
‘a small number’ went in to help.

A STAND-OFF between a fox and 
a magpie at a Black Country beau¬ 
ty spot led to a dilemma for the 
keen amateur photographer who 
captured the encounter. 

Civil servant Steve Kendrick 
took the shot at Sandwell Valley, 
near the RSPB centre in Great 
Barr, just before the light started 
to fade. 

He said: “I was expecting the 
fox to pounce, and I’d decided I’d 
carry on taking pictures if it did, 
although, at the same time, I was 


dreading it. But in the end, there 
was no attack. I watched them for 
almost 15 minutes and the staring 
competition went on for most of 
that time. It was incredible to see.” 

“I’d been dying to get out all day 
but I’d had to wait in for a mat¬ 
tress to be delivered. I got there 
at around 3pm and had gone to 
the bird hide at the RSPB centre 
hoping to catch sight of an oyster- 
catcher but I had no luck. 

“I started walking and after a 
while I came across the fox on the 


far side of a field, about 300 yards 
away. I’ve got quite a good zoom on 
my camera and when I had a look 
through the lens I could see it was 
observing a magpie that was no 
more than a foot away. 

“It was a fascinating few mo¬ 
ments.” 

The 44-year-old, from Chuck- 
ery, Walsall, took up photography 
as a hobby nearly seven years ago, 
after a while borrowing his father’s 
Canon single lens reflex camera to 
take pictures. 


Mohammed 
honoured as 
community 
inspiration 

AN INSPIRATIONAL Birmingham 
man who overcame personal tragedy to 
help thousands of young people in his lo¬ 
cal community has been recognised with 
a national honour. 

Mohammed Zaf- 
ran, aged 36, who 
works as a com¬ 
munity liaison of¬ 
ficer at South and 
City College Bir¬ 
mingham has been 
selected to receive 
a British Citizen 
Award (BCA) for 
his services to the 
community. 

Mohammed - or Zaf as he is better 
known - has dedicated his life to volun¬ 
tarily helping others in his community, 
young and old, despite his family being 
struck by tragedy twice in two years. In 
2009, Zaf s 30-year-old blind sister died 
after a battle with cancer and it was this 
that spurred him on to start to raise 
funds for charity. 

Zaf’s reaction was to reach out to 
youths involved in the local gang culture 
by going out at night and engaging with 
them. He won the trust of many of these 
young people and eventually established 
his own company called All 4 Youth and 
Community. He said: “I didn’t know I 
had been nominated for the award, so 
when I received the email telling me it 
was a complete surprise. I have won a 
few awards in the past, but I am espe¬ 
cially excited about this one as it is a new 
awards programme.” 

Roadworks set 
to cause chaos 

TWO weeks of roadworks through the 
centre of Wednesbury are feared to 
cause chaos for motorists. 

Holyhead Road will be dug up for gas 
pipes to be replaced. Work is due to start 
on Monday and continue until February 
2. Temporary traffic lights will be in 
place while the work is carried out. 

The road is regularly swamped with 
traffic during rush hour, including shop¬ 
pers using the Morrisons supermarket. 

Wednesbury councillor Elaine Costi- 
gan said motorists should avoid Holy- 
head Road if possible while the work is 
ongoing. She said: “If people can avoid 
Holyhead Road they should do so. Peo¬ 
ple who are shopping have got no choice 
- there is only one route to Morrisons. It 
will be horrendous but it is something 
that has got to be done.” 

Fish and chip shop 
plan is submitted 

A FISH and chip shop will open in 
Wednesbury, under plans lodged with 
Sandwell Council. Satnam Singh has 
applied for planning permission for the 
takeaway in Crankhall Lane. 

He also wants to remove shutters at 
the site and provide a new shop front. 



Mohammed Zaf-ran 
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Hospitals 
vow better 
support for 
disabled 

BOSSES at two hospitals have vowed 
to provide more appropriate care for 
people with disabilities and mental 
health issues. 

A lead nurse, specialising in learn¬ 
ing disabilities, will be based at 
Sandwell Hospital and City Hospital 
in Birmingham from next month. 

The previous model had seen one 
nurse based at Sandwell five days a 
week while staff at City had to rely on 
calling a ‘health care facilitator team’ 
for advice over the phone. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospital NHS Trust, which runs both 
hospitals, will also open talks with 
local GP surgeries to access their 
learning disability registers on a trial 
basis. Chief nurse Colin Ovington, 
speaking during the trust’s monthly 
board meeting last Thursday, said 
historically the trust’s performance 
of looking after people with mental 
health issues or learning disabilities 
had been ‘variable’. 

He said: “We do not perform con¬ 
sistently and City had a very differ¬ 
ent model to Sandwell. That has now 
changed and we will be recruiting a 
second lead nurse so both sites will be 
fully covered. 

“An action plan has been set up 
to deal with inquiries and comments 
made in 2014 and we will also audit 
our own care of people with learning 
disabilities.” 

More than 800 patients were ad¬ 
mitted to Sandwell Hospital between 
April 2014 and April 2015 potentially 
requiring access to nurses with expert 
knowledge and skills. 

Airport hits 10m 
passenger mark 

BIRMINGHAM Airport set a new re¬ 
cord of handling nearly 10.2 million 
passengers during last year. 

The total was almost five per cent 
higher than in 2014 and 2015 also 
ended with the busiest December on 
record as almost 700,000 passengers 
used the airport, up 10 per cent on the 
same month a year before. 

Overall, 10,188,889 passengers 
travelled through the airport in 2015 
- the first time the airport has broken 
the 10m passenger mark in a calendar 
year in its 75-year history. Records 
were also set for its busiest month 
ever in August and for the busiest day 
on August 28. 

Long haul traffic saw the greatest 
increase during the year, with a 21.4 
per cent increase from 2014. 

Post office to 
shut for refurb 

A POST office in Tipton will be closed 
for more than two weeks for a refur¬ 
bishment Union Street Post Office 
will close on January 25 to be mod¬ 
ernised. Officials say the outlet will 
reopen at 1pm on February 10. 


Four injured after van crashes into tree

FOUR people were injured - three of 
them seriously - when the van they 
were in hit a tree on a Dudley road. 

The driver and front seat passenger 
had to be cut free from the Ford Es¬ 
cort after the smash in Clee Road. 

Two further back seat female pas¬ 
sengers were injured during the crash 
last Wednesday, just after 1.30pm. 
The road was closed for several hours 
while collision experts from West 
Midlands Police assessed the site. 

Fire crews from Brierley Hill and 
Haden Cross, four ambulances, two 
paramedic officers and a paramedic 


in a rapid response vehicle were sent 
to the scene. The Midland Air Ambu¬ 
lance was scrambled but not needed. 
Andy Froggatt, crew commander 
at Brierley Hill Fire Station, said: 
“When we arrived we saw a van had 
suffered a severe impact. 

“We had to carry out a rapid ex¬ 
cavation of the passenger due to his 
injuries, while the driver was freed 
using automatic cutting gear. We re¬ 
moved the driver’s door and had to be 
speedy because of their conditions..” 

Jamie Arrowsmith, spokesman for 
West Midlands Ambulance spokes¬ 


man, the front seat passenger was 
treated for a number of serious inju¬ 
ries at the scene after being freed. He 
said: “The driver was cut out of the 
vehicle by the fire service and treated 
for multiple injuries. “In the rear of 
the van, a woman believed to be in 
her 30s, was assisted out by the fire 
service, treated for arm and leg inju¬ 
ries.” All three were taken to Queen 
Elizabeth. A second woman, also in 
her 30s, had already been assisted out 
of the vehicle by bystanders. She was 
treated for chest and rib injuries and 
taken to Russells Hall Hospital. 


Caparo Industries debts 
shown to total £l 60 m 


THE Caparo engineering group col¬ 
lapsed with more than £160million 
of debt, it has been revealed. 

The Black Country-based firm called in 
administrators in October and its collapse 
led to the loss of around 500 jobs. 

Although some companies within the group 
could not be saved, the administrators, from 
PwC, were able to sell off other parts in deals 
that saved more than 1,100 jobs. 

But documents filed by PwC at Companies 
House reveal the scale of the woes that dragged 
down Caparo Industries, founded in the late 
1960s by tycoon Lord Paul. 

His son Angad, the 45-year-old chief execu¬ 
tive of Caparo Industries, died in a fall from his 
eighth floor penthouse home in Central London 
three weeks after the collapse. 

A statement of affairs filed by PwC with 
Companies House shows total liabilities for 
the group of £163.7m, including £45.6m owned 
to the group pension fund. It also lists finan¬ 
cial assets with a book value of around £50m 
that the administrators expect will release just 
£73,000. 

Supplying 

The team from PwC was called in to take 
over in October, given the job of trying to raise 
as much as possible top pay off creditors rang¬ 
ing from the taxman, banks and Caparo’s em¬ 
ployees to a string of companies supplying the 
group with services such as recruitment and 
catering. There are also a string of loans be¬ 
tween companies with the Caparo group. 

The sale of businesses, most of them to 
the Gupta family’s Liberty House group, will 
raise money for the creditors, as will the sale 
of equipment and stock from businesses that 
were shut down, such as Caparo Atlas Fasten¬ 
ings in Darlaston. 

Meanwhile, a statement of administrators’ 
proposals from PwC has revealed last-minute 
efforts by management. The document, filed 
with Birmingham High Court last month, says: 
“In September 2015 the group entered into 
discussions with its key stakeholders in an at¬ 
tempt to implement a turnaround divestment 
plan, which would have required significant 
further funding. 

“The group and key stakeholders were not 
able to reach an agreement and as a result, the 
directors concluded, having sought relevant 
advice, that they could no longer avoid an in¬ 
solvency process.”

The West Bromwich East MP 
sat alongside Mr Corbyn as senior 
colleagues posed for photographs 
during the meeting at Westmin¬ 
ster on Tuesday morning. 

Those in attendance included 
Emily Thornberry, the Islington 
South and Finsbury MP and critic 


of Trident who was promoted to 
shadow defence secretary. 

She replaced the also present 
Maria Eagle, who became shadow 
culture secretary after last week’s 
dramatic cabinet shake-up. 

Hilary Benn, the shadow for¬ 
eign secretary who remained 
in post despite speculation he 
would be sacked, was also sat at 
the table. The meeting took place 
following a day of further unrest 
for the Labour party. On Monday 


shadow attorney general Cath¬ 
erine McKinnell quit her front- 
bench role to become the fourth 
member of Mr Corbyn’s team to 
leave in the wake of the reshuffle. 
She was replaced by Karl Turner. 

In her resignation letter, Ms 
McKinnell wrote that she had 
shared Mr Corbyn’s ‘optimism 
for the ‘new kind of politics’ that 
you spoke so compellingly about’, 
however cited concerns over this 
new direction.

SIDDHARTHA Dhar, the British man sus¬ 
pected of appearing in the latest Islamic 
State murder video, was arrested in Lon¬ 
don in 2014. He was accused of belonging 
to the banned group Al-Muhajiroun and 
released on police bail. A few hours later 
he and his family simply hopped on a bus 
to Paris and then travelled to IS-controlled 
Syria. You may like to ponder this the 
next time some grinning security official 
confiscates your shampoo at the airport, 
or some pompous politician thunders on 
about “protecting our borders.” Dhar’s 
case is yet more proof that, whether un¬ 
desirables are coming or going, Britain’s 
borders are about as secure as a colander. 

ANYONE who remembers the drought 
of 1976 will be wary about the latest plans 
to dredge rivers to let these billions of gal¬ 
lons of unwanted flood water escape into 
the sea as quickly as possible. Come Au¬ 
gust, we may wish we’d saved a bit. 

YES, it was petty, vindictive and 
short-sighted. But the most worrying thing 
about Jeremy Corbyn’s shadow cabinet 
reshuffle was that it was agonisingly slow. 
Assuming he ever got to Downing Street, 
how would this great thinker, debater, ne¬ 
gotiator and all-round procrastinator react 
to a sudden crisis?

Council tax increase of 
nearly 4pc gets backing

A HIKE of nearly four per 
cent in council tax will 
come into force in Sandwell 
after the increase was ap¬ 
proved. 

Most households will see a 
rise of about £1 per week in 
tax following the approval of 
Sandwell Council’s budget. 

Sandwell Council, which had fro¬ 
zen its tax for the last five years, 
said it needed to raise taxes by 1.99 
per cent in line with government 
recommendations along with a fur¬ 
ther two per cent to deliver adult 
social care services. 

Councillor Steve Eling, present¬ 
ing the budget to cabinet during 
Tuesday’s full council meeting, said 
the authority had been left with no 
choice but to increase rates after the 
government’s removal of its council 
tax freeze grant. 

He said: “If we did not raise coun¬ 
cil tax by 1.99 per cent that would 
leave us with a £10 million deficit 
by 2020. We have also been left with 
a choice of increasing taxes or not 
helping vulnerable older people. 

Responded 

“Personally I care about them 
even if the Government does not.” 

Councillor Eling said the Govern¬ 
ment had responded to rising costs 
in adult social care by giving local 
authorities the option to increase 
council tax by an additional two per 
cent by introducing a different ver¬ 
sion of the Better Care Fund from 
2017-18. 

He said authorities who did not 
increase taxes would be left with a 
shortfall and claimed the move rep¬ 
resented a clear shift towards local 
council tax payers being responsible 
for funding adult social care services 
going forward. 

Councillor Eling said the Gov¬ 
ernment had also announced a one 
per cent cut in all its social housing 
rates over the next four financial 
years, which he said was designed to 
help reduce the housing benefit bill. 

But he said the council still had 
land and about £50 million in the 
budget to build new houses.

Gang armed

Following the incident, 
staff at Halfords said they were un¬ 
aware of the raid - with their store 
closing just moments before.

Talks due over sports ground homes bid

CAMPAIGNERS will hold fresh talks 
with councillors in a last ditch bid 
to oppose plans to build homes on a 
once-famous sports ground in Old¬ 
bury. 

A public meeting next Wednesday 
will see Sandwell Mayor Councillor 
Barbara Price gather with residents 
who oppose the plans at the former 
Accles and Pollock Sports Ground in 
Brades Road. They will discuss and 
go over the proposals made by Morris 
Homes to put four three-storey town- 
houses on the site. 

The application had been recom¬ 


mended for approval by council plan¬ 
ning officers, however the planning 
committee put off a decision and 
stated they wanted to view the site. 

Councillor Price, who sits on the 
planning committee, said: “I will be 
able to comment more in a couple of 
weeks time once I’ve met with resi¬ 
dents. I myself have a few concerns 
about the site and I’m not very happy 
with the plans at this stage.” 

Morris Homes initially wanted to 
build only two properties on the site 
but has now amended its application 
to four. Neighbours believe people 


will eventually begin to park on what 
is already a congested road, after two 
parking spaces would be provided 
with each house, something they in¬ 
sist is ‘not enough’. 

Fears have also been raised about 
the homes being built on a bend 
where people’s privacy could be in¬ 
fringed and a 14ft fence would be put 
up next to the homes, which could 
also impact views from homes. 

Accles and Pollock Sports Ground 
was named after the historic steel 
tubing company and was bought out 
by Caparo in the 1990s. 


Blind Dave hails bionic 
eye op breakthrough 


“IT’S a huge moment especially for 
generations of kids today suffering 
sight loss.” 

Charity campaigner Blind Dave Heeley 
has hailed a new era for those who have 
lost their sight after a breakthrough oper¬ 
ation. A blind woman fitted with a ‘bionic 
eye’ can tell the time for the first time in 
more than five years. 

Rhian Lewis, aged 49, 
was given the retinal im¬ 
plant as part of an ongoing 
trial at Oxford’s John Rad- 
cliffe Hospital. 

Surgeons implanted a 
tiny electronic chip at the 
back of her right eye’s ret¬ 
ina in a bid to help her see. 

The mother of two, from 
Cardiff, has suffered from 
retinitis pigmentosa - an 
inherited disorder - since 
she was five. 

Mr Heeley, of West Bro¬ 
mwich, who was the first 
blind man to run seven 
marathons, in seven con¬ 
tinents, in seven days, 
suffers from the same con¬ 
dition. He was diagnosed 
at the age of 10 with the 
condition which brought 
the gradual deterioration 
of his sight. So much so that the father-of-three 
can now only see small flashes of bright then 
dull lights. 

But he hopes that the work being done by 
medics and researchers can hold the key to help¬ 
ing sufferers’ quality of life. 

“The things they can do now, well it has 
come on leaps and bounds since I was first diag¬ 
nosed,” said the well-known Baggies fan, from 
West Bromwich. 

“Could they do something for me? Maybe. I’d 
be over the moon. But there could be a kid just 
diagnosed, if they could one day see again that 
would be incredible. 

“I was amazed when I heard about the work. I 
have been a guinea pig through the years myself 
for techniques. 

“This is great news especially for children. 
When I was growing up there wasn’t much I 
could do. I wanted to join the army when I was 
growing up for instance.”

Spending 
lots on sink 
estates not 
the answer 


FROM what we are constantly being 
told, you would be forgiven for thinking 
we lived in times of austerity, what with 
museums, libraries and police stations 
closing left, right and centre. 

But when it comes to the sort of gran¬ 
diose, ‘legacy’ projects that all politicians 
love, it is amazing how easy it is to find 
the odd £100 million or so. This week the 
Prime Minister pledged to end problems 
with crime, gangs, drugs and unemploy¬ 
ment by splashing out £140 million on 
transforming Britain’s 100 worst estates. 

I think we know the drill. Spectacular 
footage of 1950s tower blocks crashing 
to the ground, ‘partnerships’ with con¬ 
struction companies, the mayor in a high- 
viz jacket laying the foundation stone. 
And a few months down the line, reports 
start filtering through about peaceful 
neighbourhoods disrupted by “problem” 
families which have been relocated. 

Do they really think it is that easy? Give 
the local gang leader a shiny new flat and 
solar panels, and he turns into a stalwart 
of the neighbourhood watch committee? 

The sad truth is there are some people 
with a less-than-healthy attitude towards 
their neighbours, and they do have to live 
somewhere- somewhere that is nowhere 
near us. We don’t need to demolish the 
sink estates, just move the law-abiding 
residents out. Leave the asbo families to 
fight it out among themselves.

WOLVERHAMPTON is not a city. The 
Black Country doesn’t exist. And all the 
major towns of the West Midlands are re¬ 
ally just suburbs of Birmingham. 

Yes, that is the criteria of the not-es- 
pecially thoughtful think-tank Centre for 
Cities, which argues that because the 
area between the West Midlands’ major 
towns and cities are predominantly built 
up, they all count as a single economic 
area.

Youngsters at children’s homes in 
the city grilled potential providers as 
part of the process. The contract is 
for the provision of 30 beds across five 
homes starting in April. 

Councillor Brigid Jones, children’s 
services chief, said: “Young people at 
children’s homes in the city were in¬ 
volved in the process of deciding who 
would run their homes and they did 
a fantastic job, asking difficult ques¬ 
tions of potential providers.”

CASH-STRAPPED Sandwell Council has paid out a stagger¬ 
ing £653,000 in the past five years as a result of accidents 
involving its fleet of vehicles. 

There were 744 crashes involving 447 council vehicles between 
September 1, 2010 and September 30, 2015. These accidents saw the 
council forced to stump up a grand total of £653,909.21 for compen¬ 
sation, repairs or replacements from its internal coffers, a Freedom of 


A SMETHWICK-headquartered brew¬ 
er plans to turn a former Birmingham 
police station into a bar and cafe and 
create a string of 50 bars around the 
West Midlands over the next five 
years. 

Davenports has just submitted a 
planning application for its first 1,200 
sq ft Dares Cafe on the ground floor of 
the The Big Peg in Vyse Street in the 
city’s Jewellery Quarter. 

It would be one of the first bars in 
Birmingham to offer brewery-fresh 
tank craft beer - beer transported five 
miles from the brewery and dispensed 
from 500-litre tanks hung from the 
ceiling. Another five such bars offer¬ 
ing tank beer, claimed to preserve the 
freshness of the beer and give it a bet¬ 
ter taste, would follow this year. 

Davenports, owned by Empire Star 
which also owns Walsall’s Highgate 
brand, has secured investment of £10 
million to enable it to develop the new 
bars, the first two of which have also 
received £100,000 match funding from 
the Government’s Regional Growth 
Fund. 

Simon Key, marketing and brand 
director at Davenports, said the in¬ 
vestment would allow the business to 
acquire new sites as well as invest in 
its existing pub estate. The expansion 
strategy could also see the redevelop¬ 
ment of the former Highgate Brewery 
site in Sandymount Road 

Dares is another brand that was 
bought by Davenports in 1962, but 
has not been active for many years. 


The original Dares Southend Brewery 
was in Belgrave Road, Balsall Heath, 
and dates from 1927. The new Dares 
beers are Red Eye, Real Indian Pale 
(RIP) and lager 6IX. The investment 
strategy also involves reviving Empire 
Star’s brands to cash in on the current 
demand for craft beers. 

Davenports, which dates back to 
1829, said it wanted to transform a 
redundant space in the old police sta¬ 


tion into a vibrant community facility. 
The plan is to operate as a snack bar 
and lunch venue during the day with a 
full food and drink service during the 
evening. Davenports plans a recruit¬ 
ment drive to find staff for the new 
venues. 

The Jewellery Quarter site and a 
second in Moseley will create more 
than 20 posts. Dares Cafe would face 
on to the Golden Square public space. 


Information request has revealed. 

Sandwell Council leader Darren 
Cooper said the authority did not view 
the figure as ‘disproportionately high’, 
and was aiming to reduce the number 
of accidents. 

The highest single payout was in 
2013-14 when £24,514.04 went out 
of council coffers for a crash with an¬ 
other vehicle. Payouts include storm 
or flood damage to cars, collisions with 
stationary objects, and crashes with 
other vehicles. 

UKIP Councillor Philip Garrett 
said: “These figures do make you won¬ 
der why Sandwell Council staff are 
involved in so many bumps. Why are 
they crashing so often? I wonder if it 
might be a strain thing, if council staff 
are over-worked and trying to hop 
from one job to the next too quickly.” 

Councillor Cooper said: “We are al¬ 
ways looking to reduce accidents - but 
at the same time we cannot do any¬ 
thing to stop other people driving into 
our vehicles.” 

From October 1, 2010 to September 
30, 2011 there were 171 crashes, the 
largest number occurring between Oc¬ 
tober 1, 2011 and September 30, 2012 
when there were 190 bumps. In the 
next 12 months between 2012 to 2013 
there were 134, then from October 1, 
2013 to September 30, 2014 132. From 
October 1, 2014 to September 30, 2015 
there were 97 crashes.

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Last days of iconic library building 


The brutalist-architectural style Birmingham Central Library building being demolished 


IT was once at the cultural centre 
of the city - but now machines are 
making short work of consigning it to 
history. Huge pieces of concrete are 
crumbling away from Birmingham 
Central Library as its demolition 
gathers pace. 

This latest picture shows demoli¬ 
tion teams progressing with tearing 
down the iconic building in the mid¬ 
dle of the bustling city centre. 

It is being cleared ready for the 
development of news offices, a hotel 
and shops surrounding a remodelled 
Chamberlain Square. 

The £500 million Paradise develop¬ 
ment project is being used as a cata¬ 
lyst for transforming the city centre. 

Workers from Birmingham-based 
demolition specialist DSM have been 


on site tasked with the major over¬ 
haul of the land. 

Machinery is smashing through 
layers of concrete at the site over Par¬ 
adise Circus which has forced road 
and route closures. 

A hi-tech mechanical excavator has 
been chipping away chunks from the 
building since work started before 
Christmas. 

Walkways 

The work had disrupted this year’s 
German and craft market events in 
the city after the route for people to 
walk between both was closed due to 
the works. 

Office buildings, a hotel and open 
air walkways will be created on the 


area currently occupied by Central 
Library, Adrian Boult Hall and the 
Copthorne Hotel. 

Traffic has been rerouted around 
Paradise Circus island with work on 
this stage of the scheme due to finish 
this summer. Construction work on 
the first new office block is expected 
to begin in the summer. The first two 
buildings to be built will be completed 
during 2018 will be called One and 
Two Chamberlain Square. 

This will total more than 350,000 
sq ft of office space. English Heritage 
bid to have Birmingham Central Li¬ 
brary, which opened in 1974, awarded 
listed status in 2009. The Central Li¬ 
brary shut after the new £188 million 
Library of Birmingham opened in 
2013. 


Zeppelin memorial to 
be unveiled in Tipton

A PLAQUE commemorating 
the 1916 Zeppelin bombing 
raid on Tipton is to be un¬ 
veiled later this month. 

Tipton Civic Society is planning 
a ceremony at the premises of H C 
Pullinger in Union Street on Sun¬ 
day, January 31 - the actual 100th 
anniversary - at 3pm. 

The society is hoping that people re¬ 
lated to the 14 local people who died in 
the raid will attend. 

A talk by local historian Derek 
Nicholls on the raid is also being given 
on January 26 at Tipton Conservative 
Club, Union Street, at 7.30pm. 

Tipton Library will also be hosting a 
Zeppelin Day on Saturday, January 30, 
with a talk from Mr Nicholls at 11am. 
Numbers are limited and people wish¬ 
ing to attend should call the library on 
0121 557 1796 to reserve seats. 

The Black Country was targeted by 
mistake as the German airship pilot 
mistook Wednesbury for Merseyside 
with 33 people killed in total. Bombs 
first hit Union Street in Tipton at 
around 8pm, with around five falling 
in the area. 

Demolished 

One also fell outside Tipton railway 
station and more around Barnfield 
Road trading estate. In Union Street, 
two houses were demolished and oth¬ 
ers damaged and the gas main was set 
alight. 

Wednesbury Road Congregational 
Church in Walsall was also badly dam¬ 
aged. There would have been no black¬ 
out procedures in place as the concept 
of strategic air raids were practically 
unheard of at that time. 

While the advances in aviation 
had brought many benefits, they also 
meant that towns and cities in the cen¬ 
tre of Britain were vulnerable to attack 
in a way they had never been before. 
The L19 Zeppelin was later found in 


the North Sea, having crashed off the 
coast at Grimsby. It had started drop¬ 
ping its own bombs after L21 and al¬ 
though no-one was killed, significant 
damage was caused. 

Over the years, witnesses have told 
of theirg memories of that terrifying 
night of the Black Country raids. Edna 
Smith, who was a four-year-old living 
in Walsall at the time of the carnage, 
said: “It was very noisy, like a grinding 
noise. 

“I was by the side of my mother, the 
people in the distance were just look¬ 
ing up, they weren’t chatting about it, 
they didn’t even seem to be worried. I 
didn’t think much about it at the time, 
but we learned the next day that it had 
bombed a church. 

“We went along to the church, and 
on the table were quite a few books 


that were for sale, including a Bible, 
and my mother bought it for me.” 

At the time, the Express & Star re¬ 
ported that 26 people had been killed 
instantly during the night, but Mr 
Nicholls says the death toll was signif¬ 
icantly higher. 

An inquest was held jointly for 13 of 
the victims of the Tipton bombing on 
February 3. 

The 14th, Louisa York, who worked 
as nurse, had been taken for treatment 
at Dudley Guest Hospital and her in¬ 
quest was separate. 

The ruling from the inquest on the 
death certificates stated the follow¬ 
ing: Wilful murder against the Kaiser 
of Germany and his son, the Crown 
Prince, as being accessory to and after 
the fact’ at the insistence of the in¬ 
quest jury.

My daughter says I now smile 
all of the time,” she says.

20 years on and Science 
Park is still just the job 


IT has been a thriving hub 
for scores of businesses and 
hundreds of workers - and 
now Wolverhampton Science 
Park is celebrating its 20th 
anniversary. 

When it was originally built, 
there were hopes the park would 
lead to the creation of around 
2,000 jobs and spark the creation 
of a new generation of companies. 

After two decades, the 80 businesses 
based on the site employ around 500 
people. But Nigel Babb, commercial 
director at the University of Wolver¬ 
hampton Science Park, as it is now 
known, has no doubts those job crea¬ 
tion jobs have been met. 

“Many of the companies that have 
started up here have moved out as 
they have grown. There are now thou¬ 
sands of people in work out in the 
Black Country at firms that started 
out at the science park,” he said. 

New and small firms were attracted 
by quality accommodation and flexibil-

ity. Rents, and even walls, could shift 
to adapt to the size of each tenant as 
it grew. Firms are not tied into long 
leases. And it has continued to prove 
popular, even during tough times. 

Growing 

That has enabled it to keep on grow¬ 
ing since the ground was first broken 
back in 1994. Contractor Higgs & Hill 
Midlands was in charge of work on the 
30,000 sq ft £13 million first phase of 
work on the 32-acre site, which re¬ 
ceived major financial backing from 
the European Regional Development 
Fund and City Challenge. 

The first step had been the clean-up 
of a site polluted by more than a cen¬ 
tury of heavy industrial use. By the 
early 1990s it became clear that at 
least two year’s work would be needed 
to clear the site of decades of pollution. 
Early in 1993 Environment Minister 


Robin Squire used a visit to Wolver¬ 
hampton to announce the government 
would be providing the £3.5m funding 
for the reclamation work. 

Now a three-way venture - the 
council, the University of Wolver¬ 
hampton, and the City Challenge 
board - detailed plans were drawn up 
for the work, with a two-storey tech¬ 
nology centre, a landmark ‘communi¬ 
cations tower, lecture theatre, dining 
area and seminar rooms. 

Work was completed on the first 
stage of development in 1995, and a 
string of companies were on the wait¬ 
ing list. It was not until the spring 
of 1998 that decontamination of the 
whole site was completed, at a cost of 
more millions. 

The final stage of work was com¬ 
pleted in 2004 with the construction 
of a £7m three-storey 65,000 sq ft 
building dubbed the Creative Indus¬ 
tries Centre. Now growth is back on 
the agenda. The Park will see its final 
piece of unused land become the site of 
a new £10.lm Science, Technology and 
Prototyping Centre.

A WAR hero from the Black 
Country who was part of the 
D-Day landings has been 
recognised for his efforts 
by the French more than 70 
years on. 

Arthur Edgington, from Smeth¬ 
wick, was presented with his Le¬ 
gion d’Honneur medal by his fam¬ 
ily on Christmas Day, which was 
also his 92nd birthday. 

Arthur was sent his long-overdue 
award following a campaign by Joy 
Widdowson, of the Royal British Le¬ 
gion, who contacted the Armed Forces 
and French embassy. Daughter Shirley 
Edgington said her father was worried 
he wouldn’t live to see his medal. 

Fantastic 

She said: “I am so glad he got it. 
He was so poorly last Christmas we 
thought we were going to lose it so to 
get it before Christmas this time was 
fantastic. He said he didn’t think he 
was going to see it.” 

In recent years, British veterans 
have gradually been receiving France’s 
highest honour, which was established 
by Napoleon, although many have died 
without getting theirs. Great-great 
grandfather Arthur volunteered to 
join the Army when he was 18 and 
was among soldiers from the Dorset 
Regiment who landed on Sword Beach. 

Shirley said her father was proud to 
receive his award and the whole fam¬ 
ily were thankful to Joy for helping to 
make it happen. She said: “He is really 
proud. He said he was really pleased 
with it. He said the medal was not just 
for him but all of his comrades, espe¬ 
cially those that didn’t make it back.” 

Arthur, who has six children and 
13 grandchildren, couldn’t travel to 
France to be awarded his medal due to 
ill health but received it on his birth¬ 
day at the Abbey pub in Bearwood. 


BOSSES of Burger King in Birming¬ 
ham’s Bullring have been ordered to 
pay £13,389 after mouse droppings 
were found on the site. 

Environmental health officers found 
droppings in the food preparation and 
storage areas, as well as evidence of in¬ 
adequate cleaning and food exposed to 
risk of contamination. 

Caspian Food Services Ltd, based at

The firm was 
prosecuted by Birmingham City Coun¬ 
cil, pleading guilty to four offences 
under food safety rules on December 


10 last year. The inspection took place 
last February and the site has since 
achieved a top hygiene rating. 

Councillor Barbara Dring, chairman 
of the Licensing and Public Protec¬ 
tion Committee, said: “High risk and 
ready-to-eat foods were processed and 
cooked in areas which were dirty and 
where mouse droppings were found. 

“While Caspian Food Services Ltd 
managed to rectify the issues identi¬ 
fied by our officers - since achieving 
the top food hygiene rating of 5 during 
an unannounced inspection on June 
30 - this shows that even the most 
reputable or popular restaurants can 
have sub-standard practices.” 


UB40-link city pub 
takes off again

A BIRMINGHAM city centre pub that was famously the 
setting of a UB40 music video has reopened after more 
than seven years. 

The Eagle and Tun, along Banbury Street, played host 
to the pop group’s music video for single Red Red Wine in 
1983, which topped the charts that year. 

However more than two decades later in 2008, with a lot 
of the inner city area nearby having been already demol¬ 
ished, the Victorian pub closed. 

Now though it has opened seemingly under the radar, 
amongst revitalised areas of Birmingham nearby. 

The pub’s landlord bought the building in 2009, and 
planned to have re-opened sooner. 

But a break-in during 2012 forced the plans to be set¬ 
back. 

Now open for business again, the pub’s landlord said he 
had received a positive reaction from the public. 

Brian Travers, UB40 founder, hailed the pub’s reopen¬ 
ing. He said: “It’s great to see this wonderfully intact Vic¬ 
torian building open again.” 


Developers 
gathering 
over site 
of cinema 


THE former Kings Cinema in West Bromwich 
has attracted strong interest from develop¬ 
ers since being put up for sale. 

But estate agents believe its £2.2 million asking 
price is likely to prevent a quick sale. The cinema 
welcomed thousands of movie-goers to West Brom¬ 
wich in the 1970s and 1980s but closed in 2002. 


A number of interested 
parties have made contact 
about the site but there 
have yet to be any firm of¬ 
fers. The site being put up 
for sale has raised hopes 
that a project to create a 
bar and restaurant complex 
could be resurrected. 

Property experts say the 
upper floors are most likely 
to be converted into living 
space but are ruling nothing 
out regarding its future use. 

Charles London, from 
Right Move, which is trying 
to broker a sale, said: “We 
have had quite a wide range 
of interest in the property. 
It may be the price point 
rules out a lot of potential 
purchases. No offers have 
been accepted.” 

Mr London said he was 
confident the building would 
sell. 

He said it was a case of 
finding the right buyer who 
was prepared to part with

more than £2 million. “It 
will definitely sell. There is 
a lot of intention, it is just a 
matter of time,” he said.

Firefighters were called to the 
scene in Carters Green at 5.22pm on 
Wednesday. Three crews attended and 
the fire was put out by around 6.30pm. 

Items from inside the shop were 
strewn across the pavement next to a 
bus stop after being thrown from the 
first floor window. 

A man inside the second floor prem¬ 
ises - named by Mr Kowalczuk as 
handyman Andrew Jalka - tried to 
extinguish the blaze himself. 

He suffered smoke inhalation and 
was given first aid by the firefighters 
before being taken to Sandwell Gen-

Preparing for a sale in winter 



During the winter, the housing market is 
renowned for being slower, with many people 
holding off on selling their property until the 
spring. 

However, by incorporating a few simple tips, 
sellers can make their properties look and 
feel more attractive, increasing the chance of 
receiving an offer during the winter, says the 
National Association of Estate Agents (NAEA) 
Martyn Baum, president of National Association 
of Estate Agents, says: “Traditionally, properties 
are harder to sell during the winter. 

“It’s dark and cold and while homes don’t look 
as attractive, we’re less inclined to be proactive 
and search for a property - and this can leave 
sellers feeling in a stalemate position, waiting 
for the spring to kick in. 

“Your estate agent should be well equipped to 
adapt to selling homes in these quieter periods 
but you can start by making changes as small 
as turning on a light or clearing out clutter.” 

The NAEA’s top tips for those looking to sell 
their property during winter are as follows: 

First impressions count: 

The first seconds upon arriving at a property 
really impact the buyer’s decisions, so clear 
your front entrance of any winter weather 
damage. 

Winter can make the front garden and paths 
look dull and dirty, so ensuring these are 
clean and clear of leaves will improve the 
attractiveness of the property. 

Bright and beautiful: 

Ensure your home is well lit, this means simply 
checking all the bulbs are working prior to a 
viewing and switching them on, including any 


outdoor lighting. 

You’ll know which lighting looks best in your 
home so work with this, especially when 
viewings run into the evening. 

During the day you can make the most of 
natural light by ensuring all blinds and curtains 
are fully open and clutter is moved out of the 
way. 

Warm and friendly: 

It’s important to make your house feel warm 
and homely; it will encourage potential 
buyers to stay longer and to be able to vision 
themselves living at home. 

Smell is also important and each home smells 


different, so in order to not risk putting buyers 
off, freshen up your home. 

Open the windows prior to the viewing to let 
some fresh air circulate - unless it’s freezing 
- and display some freshly cut flowers... the 
old cliche of fresh bread or roasting coffee 
really does work as well. It is also advisable to 
accentuate any features that are particularly 
important in the winter such as a fireplace, 
which can be a real selling point of a home. 

In the Garden: 

A messy garden can signal the need for too 
much work and thus detract buyers; the winter 
weather can also tire garden furniture, which 


looks quite unsightly. 

If possible, clear patio furniture away, if not, 
ensure they are securely covered. It is also 
advisable to trim back overhanging branches, 
particularly those blocking the windows in 
order to encourage as much light into the 
property as possible. 

Be flexible: 

With less daylight hours available for potential 
buyers to view your house, you should be as 
available as possible, for prospective buyers 
to view it when it’s convenient for them. Your 
estate agent should help you work around 
these tricky daylight hours. 

Tackle any winter damage: 

Make sure any problems with the property 
that are more prominent in the winter - such 
as damp or a faulty boiler - are fixed prior to 
putting the house on the market. 

Increased rainfall over the winter does take its 
toll on guttering, so check the gutters and drain 
covers are properly cleared of dead leaves and 
other debris, as leaky gutters and down pipes 
cause damage and are unsightly. 

Flying off for the winter: 

If you are going away for any period over the 
winter, the heating should be left on at a low 
temperature (minimum of 15°c), in order to 
prevent the pipes from freezing. If you are away 
for a long period and don’t want to keep the 
heating on 24/7, make sure it is on a timer. 
Longer spells at a lower temperature can be 
more economical than shorter blasts at higher 
temperatures. This will ensure that there are 
no problems upon your return to be dealt with 
before showing to prospective buyers. 


Buy-to-let 
surge on 
the way, 
says Situ 

Going into 2016, here is the latest 
news from the property market here 
in the Midlands according to Situ - a 
partnership of leading local estate agents 
with 26 offices and 130 years of estate 
agency experience between them. 

A surge in sales in the buy-to-let market 
is expected ahead of a stamp duty rise in 
April, when landlords and people buying 
second homes will have to pay more in 
stamp duty; a three per cent surcharge 
on each band. 

It is expected this will slow the buy-to-let 
market down significantly, potentially 
paving the way for more first-time buyers 
to secure a home. 

“We are expecting a flurry of investors 
buying property to let before April 
because of the changes introduced by 
the Chancellor in the autumn statement,” 
Situ Chairman Andrew Oulsnam explains. 
“Looking further in to 2016, we expect 
sales and listings to be running at similar 
levels to that seen in 2015, or perhaps 
slightly up on that. 2015 was a good year 
for the Midland market. In 2016, property 
prices are expected to keep rising, by 
approximately four to five per cent. With 
interest rates staying low, at least until the 
end of 2016 or possibly into 2017 when 
we may see a quarter or half per cent 
rise, banks and building societies will 
have even better deals available.”

Astras playing role in FI 


Top FI driver coach, Rob Wil¬ 
son, isn’t the most sympathetic 
driver you’ll meet. Since Vauxhall 
loaned him two ex-press Astras 
last April in which to train some 
of the world’s leading race driv¬ 
ers, the cars have covered the 
equivalent of five Le Mans 24- 
Hour races, all completely flat- 
out at Bruntingthorpe Proving 
Ground in Leicestershire. 

Rob Wilson is possibly one of the 
most important players in Formula One 
that you’ve never heard of, and is in¬ 
strumental in carving split seconds 
from the lap times of at least 12 driv¬ 
ers who’ve been on the grid in 2015. 
Their skills are honed in two standard 
production Astras - a 1.6 CDTi 136PS 
diesel Sports Tourer and a 1.6T 200PS 
petrol GTC. 


“The Vauxhalls will do everything that an 
FI car does dynamically, just at a far lower 
speed,” said Rob. This allows me to explain 
the physics behind what the car is doing on 
the track in real time.’ 

But as Rob swapped his beloved Astras 
for three models from the all-new generation 
range, it wasn’t without some regret. The 
Astras have been as tough as old boots. 
Between them, they’ve covered over 16,000 
track miles at Bruntingthorpe in the hands 
of successive FI, GP2, WRC, DTM and In- 
dycar drivers, and they haven’t missed a 
beat. They’ve chewed through 400 tyres and 
40 sets of brake pads, but despite nearly 
100,000 gearshifts and 43,000 severe brak¬ 
ing manoeuvres, the cars are as nice to drive 
as they were on Day One. 

“I often have a driver’s race engineer in 
the back seat and everyone has comment¬ 
ed how comfortable the cars are, and how 
predictable and stable their handling is. The 
cars have an unbelievably hard time out on 
our track, so I need to know that they’re not

going to break. I have tried other makes of 
car, but they’ve always suffered some kind 
of breakdown. I’m really looking forward to 
spending next year in the new Astras.” 

Rob has taken delivery of three new As¬ 
tras this month - all SRi models, two 1.6 
CDTi 136PSs and one 1.4T 150PS - and 
has already sampled one on track, taking 
three seconds off his best lap time in the 
outgoing car. “You can feel the benefits that 
up to 200kgs of weight-loss has brought 
straight away. My drivers are going to en¬ 
joy their training even more in 2016.”

Seat’s Ibiza hatchback was turned into the 
even more practical ST model in 2010, and 
the compact load carrier won plenty of fans 
with its useful boot, good spec and slick dy¬ 
namics. 

Now it’s received the same updates as the rest of 
the Ibiza range, including mild tweaks to the exterior, 
trim and equipment upgrades and a revised model 
line up. 

Perhaps more importantly, the Ibiza is available with some 
new engines, chiefly a three-cylinder 1.0-litre petrol unit in 
naturally aspirated and turbocharged forms. 

The latter looks particularly impressive on paper with the 
potential for strong performance as well as economy. 

Choosing the ST over the hatchback or SC versions 
means sacrificing a little in ultimate style for practicality, but 
it’s fair to say that amongst other supermini-based load car¬ 
riers, the Ibiza is the pick of the bunch. As with the other 
bodystyles, there are mild tweaks to the exterior including 
new front and rear lights plus a wider choice of alloy wheels 
and trim packs, but the key factor here is the distinctive nose 
and strong shoulder line that gives the Ibiza ST some real 
personality. That goes a long way to giving the Ibiza ST its 
relatively youthful image, even in this more practical guise. 

That estate car body brings with it some inevitable gains 
in terms of space. There’s an extra 138 litres of boot space 
with the rear seats in place, taking the total to 430. Fold the 
seats and it goes up to a whopping 1,164 litres, over 300 
more than the hatchback in the same configuration and a 
lot for a car with a small footprint. In the main cabin there’s 
a little more headroom thanks to the longer roofline over the 
back seats, though taller adults will want to sit up front to 
take advantage of the most space on offer. 

It’s taken for granted that a modern supermini is just 
as capable out of town and on a B-road as it is in the city, 
nonetheless the Ibiza ST is a satisfying small car to drive. 
What really sets apart this latest version however is the new 
1.0-litre three-cylinder engine, tested here in 109PS Eco-TSI 
form. 

Although the performance figures are relatively modest - 
top speed 119mph, 0-62mph in 10.8 seconds - it feels like a 
much more potent unit. 

It’s surprisingly quiet, but still has a pleasing three-cylin¬ 
der tone and is happy to lug from low revs, feeling like a 
much bigger unit. Yet in spite of this performance, it is ca¬ 
pable of some remarkable economy; 94g/km and 68.9mpg 
combined is exceptionally thrifty and all from a petrol en¬ 
gine, meaning cheaper prices at the pump over the long¬ 
term. 

This is a high-economy car without any of the usual dis¬ 
advantages. 

The Ibiza ST’s road manners have also been improved, 
with retuned suspension that helps to soak up road bumps 
with less fuss, without hurting the handling. The new elec¬ 
tric power steering system helps to save fuel, and while it 
isn’t the most feelsome it’s light for parking and pleasingly 
accurate. 

All Ibizas get air conditioning, a version of the touch¬ 
screen, a USB port, Bluetooth and air conditioning, while 
moving up to this SE model nets additional features like 
chrome roof rails, LED daytime running lights, alloy wheels, 
leather on the steering wheel and gearknob plus the five- 
inch touchscreen system for your audio inputs. What’s 
more, in this form the Ibiza ST is £14,765, good value for a 
well-equipped car that will potentially cost peanuts to run. 

The Ibiza in ST form is an eminently sensible choice for 
a variety of people. Families with small children will find it 
a good size both inside and out, whilst those who need to 
carry sizeable loads but don’t want a huge estate all the time 
will also find it very useful. It’s not short on luxury touches 
and with its enthusiastic turbocharged engine, can make 
short work of long journeys too. 

This car summed up in a single word: Clever 

If this car was a: tool it would be an adjustable spanner - 
able to adapt to pretty much any situation.

It was a bit of a surprise for some, but the 
trendy Evoque soon proved its critics wrong 
by selling 80,000 in the first year. 

So perhaps the convertible version - which again 
divides opinion - will prove another big success 
when it appears in dealer showrooms in the spring. 

The new version, with what is claimed to be the longest 
folding roof in the business but which still has room for four 
adults, will start at £47,500 - near the price of a fully stacked 
hard top Evoque. 

Like the coupe, the convertible is Land Rover going bold¬ 
ly where it’s never been before. So it’s likely there will be 
plenty of interest in what is billed as the world’s first luxury 
compact SUV convertible, which will come with four wheel 
drive and the option of manual and automatic gearboxes. 

But it will also share something with the newly upgrad¬ 
ed Evoque coupes - probably the lowest running costs in 
the sector, with fuel economy, C02 emissions and running 
costs that would leave even some small family hatchbacks 
green with envy. 

For, as part of its makeover, the Evoque gets the light¬ 
weight and highly efficientl 2.0 litre Ingenium turbo diesel 
built at Jaguar Land Rover’s Wolverhampton plant. 

It is 18 per cent more efficient than the 2.2 litre Ford en¬ 
gine it replaces, helping the Evoque to trounce the oppo¬ 
sition on running costs - it isn’t only its fuel economy but 
also the advanced Ingenium engine allows for much longer 
intervals between service - now two years. 

The 150bhp, two wheel drive version with manual gear¬ 
box is capable of up to 68mpg according to official tests and 
a mere 109g’m of C02 - making it the most efficient Land 
Rover ever, and a class leader.The more powerful 180PS ver¬ 
sion is equally impressive, with figures of 59mpg and 125g/ 
km of C02. There is still a two litre, 240PS petrol option for 
those who value ultimate performance over economy. 

The test car was the £32,200 entry level with 150bhp, two 
wheel drive and a manual gearbox. It is well equipped as 
standard, but start adding some of the many option packs 
and the costs soon build up. This car, for example, had an 
upgraded navigation kit (£600), a panoramic sunroof £900), 
a premium sound and connectivity system (£2,250) and a 
convenience pack (£1,800). The fully stacked, all singing, all 
dancing version comes in at £51,500. 

Bearing in mind that this was still the entry level model, 
the Evoque instantly felt livelier, quieter and even more re¬ 
fined than its predecessor, perhaps because of the signif¬ 
icantly lower weight and lower noise levels from the Inge¬ 
nium engine. It doesn’t feel big or heavy on the road, more 
like a family hatchback in fact, and feels equally at home on 
busy streets, the motorway or country lanes. 

Style and status (that Range Rover badge) are undoubt¬ 
edly big factors in the Evoque’s success, but it is also very 
capable. Even two wheel drive versions have a raft of elec¬ 
tronic helpers to keep you safe and on the move in bad 
weather, but all wheel drive versions have serious off-road 
ability. 

New models now have the innovative ‘All-Terrain Progress 
Control’ seen on bigger, more expensive Land Rover and 
Range Rover cars. Just press the appropriate button (mud 
and ruts, snow and so on) and the car does the rest, con¬ 
stantly adjusting vehicle settings to maintain traction and 
make progress. 

From the outside, the new car is still instantly recognis¬ 
able as an Evoque: it would be a brave man who changed 
too much on a car like this. But it does have a new front 
bumper with wider air intakes, a choice of grille designs and 
a new rear roof spoiler with built-in stop lamp. There is also 
the option of the company’s first LED adaptive headlamps, 
which follow steering inputs allowing you to see deeper into 
corners. 

But it’s inside the Evoque where you’ll see most changes, 
including new seats, new instrument binnacle and the new 
‘InControl Touch’ screen. It’s a computer in the car which 
comes with a range of capabilities (and of course prices). 
The top of the range option fitted to the test car doesn’t only 
control functions such as hands free phone, CD and DVD 
play, radio and navigation. You can also pair it up with a 
standard smart phone and use any ‘apps’ you have. 

While the Evoque has always been a luxury SUV, it seems 
to have gone up a grade with improvements to the interior 
including an Oxford leather steering wheel, multi-adjustable 
front seats, and interior mood lighting. 

The compact SUV sector of the car market is where 
manufacturers are currently doing battle for sales and that 
shows little, if any, sign of waning as barely a month goes 
by without a new model being launched. But the Evoque, 
Land Rover’s fastest selling model ever, has established it¬ 
self at the top of the tree and this revamp will help to keep it 
there. More luxury, more equipment and technology, more 
refinement and a better driving experienc - yet with some of 
the lowest running costs. It has to be a formula for continued 
success.

The former Middlesbrough schemer, a regular 
in the side since joining 2007, is also joint-top of 
Albion’s assist chart. 

Worry 

Albion now face a return leg at Ashton Gate on 
either January 26 or 27, a few days before they 
host Villa at The Hawthorns. They host League 
One Peterborough in the fourth round if they 
come through the tie. 

Boss Tony Pulis says the club has held talks 
with Morrison about a new deal. 

Pulis told the schemer not to worry about his 
contract running out in the summer and hopes 
the insecurity will spur him on for the rest of the 
season. “I think there have been discussions,” 
said Pulis. 

“How far the discussions have gone I am not 
sure. But I wouldn’t be worried if I was James.” 

Fans are concerned that Morrison could go on 
a free transfer, but the head coach expects it to 
have a positive effect on the 29-year-old. 

“It is an incentive for the club and an incentive 
for the players,” he said. “For me as a player I 
never had a worry about trying to sign a long¬ 
term contract.

ALBION would sell defensive flop James 
Chester this January if another club 
matched the £8million they spent on 
him.

Head coach Tony Pulis said: “You will 
always have them wanting and hoping 
for the opportunity to play football and 
hoping somebody will come in and take 
them. But you’ve got to have clubs out 
there who are interested in them. 

“They’ve got to be the right deals and 
the right situation for the players.” 


Pulis reckons Foster has Euro chance 


ALBION head coach Tony Pulis believes keeper 
Ben Foster still has a good chance of getting to 
the European Championships. 

Foster had been out since March with a knee 
injury before being recalled for last Saturday’s 
cup clash against Bristol City but Pulis says the 
32-year-old has the right attitude to force his way 
back into the England set-up.

“To have him around and back in is brilliant,” 
said Pulis. “We want to get him back playing and 
involved as soon as possible. He’s an England 
keeper and someone that we’ve really missed. 

“Not just with his performances on the pitch - 
Bo’s done fantastically for us - but with the team 
and training with us. Just being around.” 

Foster’s return means Anders Lindegaard 
moves down the pecking order. 

“Anders has been disappointed he’s not got his 
opportunity but it’s great for me,” said Pulis. “I 
wish we had that in every position.”

IF ever there was a match to 
prove how much Albion need 
some firepower up front, this 
was it. 

Before the game Tony Pulis said he 
was going to launch all-out attack on 
Bristol City, determined to force a re¬ 
sult on the day. 

Of course, the way things transpired, Pulis now 
has that dreaded replay at Ashton Gate. 

But even though there were four goals in this 
game, the problem is that none of them were 
scored by Salomon Rondon or Rickie Lambert. 

Albion’s two strikers were toothless up front, 
getting in each other’s way and either unwill¬ 
ing, or unable, to make the runs the midfielders 
craved. 

Rondon’s glaring miss near the start of the sec¬ 
ond half after James Morrison put him through 
was unfortunately not a surprising sight for the 
Albion faithful. 

Lambert on the other hand, looks spent of ideas 
and in the twilight of his career. 

Reminder 

The Baggies spent a total of £15 million on 
these two strikers in the summer and together 
they have yielded four goals this season. 

But cometh the hour, cometh the petulant boy. 
Considering Saido Berahino’s penchant for turn¬ 
ing up late, he gave a timely reminder that he’s 
more likely to score in four minutes than Lambert 
and Rondon are in the same number of hours. 

The 22-year-old striker is supposed to be a fig¬ 
ure of hate destined for the door, but his celebra¬ 
tion with Pulis and the reaction that got from the 
fans proves there could be a way back for the once 
prodigal son. 

And, after goals from Jonathan Kodjia and Ki- 
eran Agard had threatened to knock Albion out, 
it was left to James Morrison to earn a replay five 
minutes into time added on. 

But should Baggies chairman Jeremy Peace dig 
his heels in again this January and refuse to sell 
Berahino at a knock-down price, then it would be 
best for the club if he was welcomed back into the 
fold. If he needs any encouragement, he should 
just look to his right at Stephane Sessegnon. The 


31-year-old winger is by far and away Albion’s 
greatest threat on the pitch, and at times in this 
game the Baggies looked like a one-man team. 

Both wing-back Joe Bryan and left centre-back 
Nathan Baker were given a torrid time and the 
only surprise was that nothing came from the 
countless crosses and pull-backs Sessegnon sent 
into the box. 

He would have had even more joy down the 
right had he been backed up by a full-back. 

It’s plain to see James Chester cannot play 
right-back. His crossing is poor and his decision 
making on the ball isn’t up to scratch. He made 
some decent clearances defensively, but there’s 


still a huge question mark over why Albion paid 
£8 million for him in the summer. 

Going further back, there was the welcome re¬ 
turn of Ben Foster between the sticks. 

His low one-handed save just before Agard’s 
goal was a superb example of the England goal¬ 
keeper’s shot-stopping ability. 

Pulis said the last thing he wanted was a re¬ 
play, but Albion are 12th in the league and in a 
relatively comfortable position. 

If the club want to go on a long run they can 
expect extra games. When Pulis reached the 
final with Stoke back in 2011, they only made it 
through the third round via a replay with Cardiff. 


Boss admits 
full-back pair 
may move on 

ALBION boss Tony Pulis has confirmed 
that he’s trying to offload both Sebast- 
ien Pocognoli and Cristian Gamboa. 

The club’s only recognised first-team 
full-backs before Chris Brunt and Craig 
Dawson’s respective conversions to 
those positions, neither has been able to 
impress Pulis since the Welshman joined 
the club just over a year ago. 

Pocognoli was bought from German 
club Hannover 96 in the summer of 2014 
for around £1.5million. 

Albion’s first choice left-back under 
Alan Irvine, the Belgian hasn’t played 
a minute in the Premier League under 
Pulis. 

Gamboa was bought from Norwegian 
club Rosenborg in the same summer for 
£2million, but the Costa Rican has made 
just one league appearance under Pulis. 

“Poco wants to play football, Cristian 
Gamboa wants to play football, people 
like that want to play football,” said 
Pulis. 

“They want to be involved so if we can 
get them clubs and it’s right for them 
and right for us, then they’ll obviously 
move on. 

“They’ve been good lads. They’ve been 
disappointed having not played, and I 
can understand that.” 

Albion’s head coach was more cagey 
about the future of Callum McMana- 
man, although he did confirm that he 
hadn’t heard anything from Birming¬ 
ham City about the winger. 

Pulis signed McManaman from Wigan 
last January for £4.75million. McMana¬ 
man - who was man of the match in the 
2013 FA Cup final - has been limited to 
substitute appearances for most of the 
season. 

Ben fails in Gamble 
on race prediction 

TIPTON Harriers’ Ben Gamble was too 
quick for his own good in the Stafford 
Harriers ‘Limp Wrist’ race at Castle- 
fields. Gamble was first of the 118 en¬ 
trants to complete the course in 26.43, 
but finished down the standings due to 
race rules. 

The event requires athletes to make 
a pre-race prediction of their finishing 
time. They then run the five-mile course 
with no timing devices - the closest to 
their prediction lands the winning posi¬ 
tion. The ruling saw Gamble finish 37th 
after he came home 48 seconds quicker 
than his prediction. 

Jack Hodkinson (Stafford Harriers) 
won, with Tipton’s Richard Rea fifth, 
six seconds ahead of schedule. 

The race raised around £500 for Kath¬ 
arine House Hospice. 
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
